ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OPPICER  OP  HEALTH,  POR  1925. 

This  report  follows  the  suggested  arrangement  in  the  Appendix 
to  Circular  648  as  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  such  a thinly 
populated  rural  area. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  AREA. 

44029  acres  in  extent,  it  had  in  1921  a population  of  4825 
which  was  estimated  to  be  4828  in  1925;  as ~ the  number  of 
dwelling  houses  is  about  1150,  it  follows  that  the  population  is 
distributed  over  69  square  miles  at  the  rate  of  just  70  persons 
in  16  or  17  dwelling  houses  to  each  square  mile.  The  sparsity 
of  the  population  is  further  shown  by  the  following  figures; 
with  a diameter  in  both  directions  of  -roughly-  10  to  12  miles, 
the  area  contains  16  parishes  not  one  of  which  reaches  1000 
population,  only  4 of  which  have  over  500  and  8 parishes 

each  show  less  than  100  inhabitants. 

The  rateable  value  is  £55248.  and  a penny  rate  represents  £115. 

The  area  is  a purely  agricultural  one  nor  does  there  appear  to 
be  any  hope  of  another  industry;  it  follows  that  there  is  no 
occupation  which  prejudicially  influences  the  public  health. 

The  social  conditions  are  those  usual  in  similar  areas  but  the 
district  becomes  from  year  .to  year  a less  and  less  ^ residential 
one . 

Vital  statistics.  BIRTHS.  These  numbered  85,-  57  males  and 
48  females-  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  17.6  per  1000  population. 
Of  the  85  birtns,  8 were  illegitimate  giving  an  illegitimate 
b&rth  rate  of  1.6  per  1000  population. 

DEATHS.  - There  were  60  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  area, 

57  being  males  and  25  females,  giving  a death  rate  of  12.4  per 
1000  population;  of  these  60  deaths,  17  occurred  between  70  and 
80,  11  between  80  and  90  and  5 over  90  years  of  age,(l  at  99). 

Of  the  particular  causes  of  death,  Influenza  claimed  2, 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  6,  Malignant  disease  (Cancer)  6 and  no 
fewer  than  18  were  due  to  Heart  affections.  Neither  of  the  7 
principal  Zymotic  diseases  caused  a death. 

INTANTILE  MORTALITY.  There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year 
2 of  these  being  illegitimates;  of  the  4,  1 was  prematurely  born 
to  live  1 day  only,  1 was  the  subject  of  an  inquest,  the  verdict 
being  that  there  was  insufficient  evidence  that  it  was  born  alive, 
1 ,( transferred  from  Exeter)  died  of  Broncho  pneumonia,  at  2 months 
and  the  fourth  died  of "Colic"  at  29  days. 

POOR  LA ’7  RELIEF.  It  is  difficult  to  state  this  accu±a$ely  because 
the  District  is  not  co-terminous  with  any  definite  Poor  Law  area. 
The  only  HOSPIT/LS  serving  the  district  are  the  Kington  Cottage 
Hospital  with  6 or  7 beds,  the  Hereford  General  and  the  Hereford 
Eye~  and  Ear  Hospital;  subscribers#  tickets  secure  admission  to  all 
urgent  cases  are  always  dealt  with. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  County 
Council.  Tuberculosis.  The  Sanatorium  at  Nieuport,  immediately 
outside  the  boumdary  of  this  District  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  and  is  of  immense  benefit.  The  only  other  is  the  Kington 
Urban  and  Rural  joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Kingswood  which  is 
just  within  the  District;  happily,  it  is  not  much  used  but  on 
emergencies  well  serves  its  purpose.  A horse  brougham  is  kept 
by  the  joint  Committee  as  an  ambulance  for  infectious  cases; 
no  other  is  provided. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  The  Kington  Centre  is  available  for 
a portion  of  this  area  and  does  good  work;  in  such  a sparsely  psapg^ 
populated  district  it  is  not  practicable  to  establish  Centres 
to  cover  every  parish,  unf ortunately ; , the  treatment  centre  for 
Venereal  diseases  is  Hereford;  cases  are,  however,  very  rare-jaaacL 
the  Tuberculosis  dispensary  at  Kington  provided  by  the  County 
Ciuncil  is  regularly  attended  by  a Cdninty  Tuberculosis  officer 
and  the  resident  County  Council  Health  Visitor  and  deals  with 
cases  from  the  whole  area. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OPPICERS  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  only  two 
provided  are  Mr  R.P. Morris  who  is  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Inspector 
under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  and  myself;  both  are 
part-time  officers. 

PROPESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  There  are  5 district  nurses 
stationed  in  various  parts  of  the  area  by  the  County  Nursing 
Association  and  there  is  also  1 who  does  private  work  only;  all 
these  6 are  qualified  midwives  also.  Apart  from  these  there  are 
7 qualified  midwives  practising  Midwifery  only  and  privately. 

There  are  5 so  called  midwives  taking  cases  with  doctors  only. 
Besides  these  the  2 Kington  towh  nurses  take  nursing  and  midwifery 
cases  in  the  surrounding  rural  area. 

CHEMICAL  WORK.  This, which  largely  consists  of  the  exanination  of 
samples  of  water,  is  almost  wholly  now  carried  out  at  the  County 
laboratory  to  which  many  samples  are  sent  yearly. 

LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.-  There  are  no  local  Acts  nor  local  Orders. 

The  only  Adoptive  Act  in  force  is  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment,  1890  and  Byelaws  relating  to  new  buildings 
which  were  allowed  on  May  26th,  1899. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  CP  THE  AREA. 

WATER.-  Throughout  the  area  the  large  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
are  dependant  on  supplies  from  deep  wells  and  there  is  very  little 
complaint  either  as  to  quantity  or  quality;  samples  from  suspected 
sources  are  taken  for  examination  and  report  and,  in  very  few 
instances  is  there  a trace  of  pollution.  In  3 villages  only  is 
there  a piped  supply  and  in  those  it  is  partial  only,  viz. 
Eardisley,  Staunton  (by  stand  pipe),  and  Lyonshall  (by  stand  pipe), 
whilst  at  Pembridge  there  are  6 public  pumps  yielding  excellent 
supplies  from  deep  wells. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.-  Some  very  small  and  very  few  watercourses, 
here  and  there  are  made  use  of  for  receiving  the  soakings  from 
small  farm  yards  which  never  ought  to  be  wasted;  this  is  much 
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less  noticeable  than  formerly  and  it  can  now  be  fairly  stated  that 
the  rivers  and  streams  are  free  from  pollution. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.-  Only  2 villages  are  systematically  sewered, 
Eardisley  and  Pembridge;  both  have  outfall  land  for  disposing  of  the 
village  sewage  by  filtration,  both  works  are  well  attended  to  and 
the  effluents  are  safe.  The  drainage  throughout  the  area  is  much 
more  satisfactorily  dealt  with  than  formerly.  I am  far  from 
satisfied  with  the  plan  adopted  in  some  of  the  small  holdings 
recently  set  up  in  the  area  by  the  County  Council  but  after  a fair 
trial  I shall  specially  report  on  these. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION.  - As  must  be  in  such  a district,  this  is 
mostly  the  pit  system,  with  some  water  closets  in  the  larger  and 
sewered  villages  and  the  few  large  residential  houses.  The  old 
fashioned  insanitary  pit  has  largely  given  place  to  a better  type 
and  the  general  improvement  all  over  the  area  is  manifest. 

SCAVENGING.  No  removal  of  house  refuse  nor  cleansing  of  earth  closets 
ashpits  nor  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OP  THE  AREA.  This  is  regularly  and  thoroughly 
carried  out  as  can  be  seen  by  the  attached  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT,  - No  action  has  been  called  for  in  this  matter. 
PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  controllable  by  Byelaws  or  Regulations, 
these  are  3 Slaughterhouses,  (Eardisley  2,  Lyonshall  1) 

5 Bakehouses,  (Eardisley,  Pembridge  & Lyonshall) 

3 Meatshops,  (Eardisley  2,  Lyonshall  1) 

23  Dairies,  generally  distributed. 

3 Pactories,  Eardisley  2,  Lyonshall  1. 

28,  Workshops,  generally  distributed. 

The  slaughterhouses  and  meatshops  will  be  dealt  with  below;  the 
bakehouses  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  satisfactorily 
carried  on^he  3 factories  are  small,  give  little  employment  and 
have  disclosed  no  defects;  the  workshops  are  of  the  usual  rural 
type,  blacksmiths' , carpenters’ , wheelwrights'  etc,  all  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  found  satisfactory.  There  are  no 
outworkers,  no  offensive  trades  and  no  underground  sleeping  rooms. 
SCHOOLS.  There  are  14  public  elementary  schools  in  the  area; 

1 gets  its  drinking  water  from  a public  well  near  by;  6 from 
stand  pipes  bringing  a good  supply  to  the  premises  and  7 obtain 
theirs  from  pumps  (wells)  at  hand.  Samples  of  some  of  tnese  have 
been  analysed  but  no  suspicion  of  pollution  attaches  to  any . 

In  most  schools,  privies  with  a dry  earth  system  are  in  use,  others 
have  ordinary  pits  or  buckets;  none  have  proved  sxtTTgf xgtwxy 
insanitary.  All  round. the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  good. 

r HOUSING. 

(I)  General  housing  conditions  in  the  area. 

(1)  The  general  housing  conditions  have  enormously  and 
obviously  improved;  evidence  of  this  is  everywhere  to 
be  seen  and,  most  certainly,  no  occupied  house,  taking 
a reasonable  standard,  can  be  described  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation.

and  temporary , here  and  there , for  there  are  vacant 
(3)  houses,  a decreasing  population  and  agriculture  affords 
less  employment  year  by  year.

(1) -(a)  The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  has 

vastly  improved  as  can  be  seen  by  the  passer  by.

HOUSING  STATISTICS. 

Before  setting  out  the  following  figures  I would  point  out  what 
is  the  policy  pursued  by  the  Inspector  and  myself  in  this  area; 
every  working  class  dwelling  house  has  been  scheduled  and  its 
condition  noted  some  time  since ; years  ago  those  which  were  on 
the  border  line  of  unfitness  were  put  in  order  and  now,  whenever 
a dwelling  shows  possible  signs  of  unfitness,  the  owner  is  given 
a warning  notice  that  condemnation  of  unfitness  will  follow  in  a 
few  months  time  unless  the  house  is  put  in  order;  this  policy  has 
borne  good  fruit  and  the  successful  result  is  obvious.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOR. 

MILK  SUPPLY.-  There  are  23  registered  retail  milksellers  and 
these  all  have  their  dairies  and  cowsheds  within  the  area;  the 
character  of  the  milk  supplied  is  very  good , supervision  of  the 
methods  of  delivery  are  constant  and  known  to  be  and  the  houses 
and  shedding  are  satisfactorily  kept.  1 suspected  cow  was 
notified  by  a milk  vendor  and  was  found  on  veterinary  examination 
to  be  tuberculous;  it  was  at  once  destroyed. 

No  special  designation  licenses  have  been  granted , no  license 
has  been  refused  or  revoked  and  no  samples  have  been  examined 
bacteriologically . 

MEAT.-  The  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  Inspector  under  the 
Public  Health  (meat)  Regulations  1924,  he  duly  receives  notices 
of  the  hours  of  slaughter  and  regularly  inspects  the  houses  and. , 
on  emergencies,  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  Outside  these,  in  the 
cases  of  1 sheep,  2 calves  and  3 small  cattle  of  which  notices 
were  given  toHsfe  by  the  owners,  at  various  times  of  their 
intention  to  slaughter,  He-found  on  inspection  the  carcases  were 
unfit  for  food, all  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  properly 
destroyed . 
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L'ieat  shops.  There  are  3 meatshops , all  in  the  hands  of  the 
3 registered  slaughterhouse  keepers.  All  these  and  the  covered 
conveyances  used  are  well  kept  and  all  the  shops  have  glass 
(enclosed)  fronts.  There  are  no  public  slaughterhouses.

PREVALENCE  OP  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 
jjuring  the  last  5 years  there  have  been  no  widespread  outbreaks 
of  serious  infectious  diseases.  Measles  has  been  general  at 
times,  Whooping  Cough  occasionally,  Scarlet  fever  rarely. 

Isolated  cases  of  Diphtheria  having  no  common  origin  have 
appeared  now  and  again.  Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  stored  by  me 
and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  when  properly  required 
by  them.  In  several  cases  of  Chicken  pox  I have  been  S' ked  by 
the  medical  ££  attendant  to  confirm  his  diagnosis  which  I have 
invariably  been  able  to  do.  The  County  laboratory  carries  out 
all  bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens  sent  there  by 
medical  practitioners  and  duplicates  of  the  resulting  reports 
are  immediately  sent  to  me.  Use  has  not  been  made  of  either 
Schick  or  Dick  tests.  No  vaccinations  have  been  performed  by 
me.  Disinfection  of  premises  and  persons  is  invariably  carried 
out  by  the  Inspector  when  and  where  necessary;  this  includes 
all  tuberculous  cases.
